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DETAILED ACTION 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including 
the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application 
after final rejection. Since this application is eligible for 
continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 
CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office 
action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's 
submission filed on 5/5/07 has been entered. 

An amendment of 7/5/07 amended claims 78 and 83, and canceled 
claims 68-77, 94 and 95. 

Claims examined on the merits are 78-93 and 96-99. 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in 
this action can be found in a prior Office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 

112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out 
and distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his 
invention. 

Claims 79, 86 and 88 are rejected under 3 5 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out 
and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

Claim 79 is unclear by not having clear antecedent basis for 

"said end-capping group". The claim is further unclear as to whether 
"methoxy-PEG-OH" and "activated methoxy-PEG" are one of the impurities 
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of claim 78, or are in addition to the impurities of claim 78. If 
methoxy- PEG-OH and activated methoxy-PEG are a species of end capped 
PEG-OH or activated end-capped PEG in claim 78, claim 79 should make 
clear as to which impurity in claim 78 the methoxy-PEG-OH and 
5 activated methoxy-PEG belong. To be consistent with activated end- 
capped PEG, "end capped PEG-OH" should be changed to end-capped 

PEG-OH . 

Claim 86 is unclear for the same type of reasons as claim 79. 
Claim 88 is unclear by depending on claim 86 and reciting "said 
10 activated end-capped PEG" since claim 86 is requiring "activated 
methoxy-PEG" instead of "activated end-capped PEG". 

Conclusion 

Claims 78, 80-85, 87, 89-93 and 96-99 are allowable. 

Claims 79, 86 and 88 are free of the prior art.
